CHARACTER REVEALED IN HIS 
‘ "OWN .STORIES. ‘ 


‘Throughout bis life Lord Leverhulme 
was always essentially “a young man’ 
jalertly vigorous in mind «and hedy. 
Speaking at a gathering organised io 
Liverpool, four,"years ago, in honour of 
his Toth birthday, he made facetious te- 
ference tothe. signs.ot old” age which, 
he alleged, the company all saw in him. . 
“—oam “sought after,’ whe remarked, 
“ab this time of life, not for any usr 
if may be, but entirely for - ornament, 
They .ask mo ta open bizanrs, to 4it on 
platforms, because it gives tone.’

_ Naturally be bad very considerable 
inducements to float his undertakings, 
at an carly ‘st of their development, 
as a Limited Liability Company, and it 
is interesting to recall how he retained 
personal control. The story was told by 
Lord Leverhulme himself. t 
“On looking back,’”’ he said, “* the most 
severe time J ever experienced in connec- 
tion with Lever'ssand Sunlight was in 
Js91. 1 was very distresscd and disturb- 
ed. We had moved to Port .Sunlight 
and had got,"into the works there in 
September, 1859. In 1890 the soap trade 
was not good, and all at one f came 
to the .conclusion that this money’ 
(largely the result of overdrafts with the 


bank) which had beon, invested, had been 


altogether an unwise.investment and that 
the little .works.at Warrington would, ja} 
all likelihood, be big enough: for us’ 14 
had “this great consolation—that I had 
no .one else's money to lose except my 
own, because,” of course, the banks were 
amply covered’ with saleable stocks.
